Trustees’ Report. 


The Fifty-seventh Annual Report of the Trustees of the 
Peabody Institute, for the year ending January 31st, 1909, 
is respectfully submitted. 

The reports of the Lyceum and Library Committee, the 
various sub-committees and the two Librarians, with that 
of the Treasurer, are here given in detail. 

The Trustees note with great pleasure the large increase 
in the number of visitors to the Eben Dale Sutton Refer- 
ence Library, and that the conditions noted in our last re- 
port no longer exist. 

It would certainly seem that this beautiful room should 
receive some attention during the present year and be re- 
decorated, painted, etc. 

The refinishing of the room should be left to some per- 
son who will give the matter such care and attention, as 
can only be gained through long experience in interior 
decorations. 

The rare walnut wood in the above room requires the 
attention of a master ; its heauty now consists of its plain- 
ness and lack of lustre ; this should be retained and not 
cheapened by a bright finish. 

The heating and ventilating plant seem to give satis- 
faction, and the manner in which it was designed and in- 
stalled is a fine example of how work of this kind should 
be done. 

During the last few years many desirable changes have 
been made. The securities from which the Institute de- 
rives its income have, as far as possible been registered, 
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thereby rendering them salable only by the consent of the 
Board of Trustees. This rule should be certainly enforced 
in future purchases. 

A new system of book-keeping is now being used, and 
is well worthy of imitation. 

1 he Institute has been revalued in a business-like 
manner for insurance purposes, and the present valuation 
is considered a fair one. Should any loss occur by fire, 
the Institute would not be called upon to share any of the 
loss. 

The heating and ventilating plant should also be in- 
cluded in the above improvements.

Treasurer’s Report. 


TO THE TRUSTEES OF PEABODY INSTITUTE. 

Gentlemen : — During the year a new heating and venti- 
lating system has been installed. Nearly $3000 has been 
paid on account of this plant, which amount has been 
charged to the Reserve Fund. The total cost will be 
about $3600. 

Five thousand 28th and 2^th Streets Crosstown bonds 
and Two thousand Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton bonds 
are in default as to their interest. The Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton & Dayton railroad is being reorganized and will un- 
doubtedly work out all right. The 28th and 29th Streets 
bonds have been deposited with the Central Trust Co. of 
New York, and a bondholders’ protective committee has 
been formed, which committee is now operating the road. 

The Five thousand Union Steel Co. bonds, bought at a 
low price with money taken from the Savings banks, have 
been sold at a profit of $618.73.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PEABODY LIBRARY 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
JANUARY 31. 1909- 

The question may be asked why write a report every 
year when nothing really happens in the Library worth 
telling, and no changes worth noting have taken place. 

If books were mere inanimate things like stocks or 
stones, if the giving out of a book had no more significance 
than handing over a commercial package, there might then 
be some pertinence to the question. If the affairs of a 
library were as dry and prosaic as the daily doings of an 
apothecary shop, there might then be excuse for propound- 
ing such a query. A library can never be dull, nor can the 
duties of a librarian ever become monotonous. 
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The librarian of to-day is not necessarily a bookworm, 
but he must be a man of tolerant thought, intelligent and 
sympathetic. He needs to be in touch with men of his pro- 
fession, be a part of their g^atherings and to be a participant 
in all the discussions which pertain to library work. A 
librarian cannot stand still. When he does, his days are 
over and nothing can be s.iid but, “go in peace." The li- 
brarian therefore has his mission, is both teacher and giiicle 
wielding an influence palpable, if indefinable. 

It is a wholesome things to take a glance backward and 
see in what manner we have used the money entrusted to 
us for the purchase of new books and for keeping the stan- 
dard of our library up to its proper plane. Have we en- 
riched it by the selection of well chosen and fitting accessions 
to its shelves, or have we bought a preponderance of triv 
ial ephemeral publications, unfitting the dignity of our 
institution or unsound in the lessons which they may seek 
to convey? 

It is impossible to give an analysis of every book that 
goes to make up a popular library, but a brief reference to 
some of the additions of the year may prove of interest: 
Travel, history, .science, biography, sociology, fiction; they 
are here before us and so we will consider them in order* 
reserving fiction for the last, but not becau.se of its unim" 
portance. 

If one delights in travelers’ tales, here is Dellenbaugh’s 
“Canyon Voyage," with all the wonders of Colorado por- 
trayed for his edification; or if he wishes to prolong his wan- 
derings there is Hornday’s “Camp Fires on Desert and 
Lava," a scientist’s trip through Arizona and Mexico. A 
temptation to keep on the southern course is offered by 
RuhTs “Other Americans — The people of South America." 
If wearied of .so much torrid experience, that complete book 
of Higginson — “Alaska," will prove invigorating. 

If history be one’s quest, Earl Cromer’s “Modern Egypt’* 
is at hand, with Ferrero’s ‘ ‘Greatness and Decline of Rome’’ 
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and as a contrast, “The conquest of the Great Northwest^ 
the story of the Hudson Bay Company.” That remark, 
able book of Mrs. Green’s, “The Making of Ireland and 
its Undoing” is flanked on either side by Curtin’s “Mon- 
gols in Russia^’ and Tracy’s “Tercentenary History of 
Canada.” 

There is nothing more satisfying than a well written bi- 
ography, for there one finds the sweetest juices of life’s ex. 
istence. Let us select from 1908’s harvest, “The Life of 
Alice Freeman Palmer,” by Prof. Palmer and Greenslet’s 
“Life of Thomas Bailey Aldrich.” Theydeserve more than 
can be said in this brief notice, for each is admirable in its 
own way, and it is seldom that two such examples of perfect 
workmanship in style, delicacy of expression and literary 
finish come to hand in the same year. 

On the side of science and the liberal arts, the committee 
have not been unmindful of the claims of the greht industry 
which gives our town a name and fame that reaches far. 
Two of the latest treatises on Leather Dressing, including 
dyeing, staining and finishing, will interest the ambitious 
workman, eager to ktep ahead. , 

In sociology, Fagan’s “Confessions of a Railroad Signal 
Man,” is side by side with Prof. Lowell’s, “A study of the 
Government of England.” 

The field of fiction has been well covered, and in this field 
America is well to the front. Mrs. Humphrey Ward’s 
“Testing of Diana Mallory,” has much of the distinction 
that characterizes everything that she writes, but it failed 
to receive the wide spread attention of her former efforts , 
Crawford’s “Diva’s Ruby” is melodramatic in the extreme, 
but retains his well known charms of style. Mary John- 
ston’s “Lewis Rand” is a well written, finely considered 
story, but the gloom and tragedy of the tale will weigh 
against its popularity. “Peter,” by F. Hopkinson Smith, 
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is so human, that we wish to thank the author for high sen- 
timents, decency and pathos, and beg him to give us more. 

The “Trail of the Lonesome Pine,’* by John Fox, is a 
story of power, brilliancy atul imagination. He stands alone 
as a delineator of the people of the Tennessee Mountains, 
where the vendetta reigns and blood vengeance is held to 
be a duty. June Tolliver is one of the fascinating charac- 
ters of fiction. As child and woman she attracts one w'ith- 
out effort or consciousness, and we watch the unfolding of 
her character with keenest interest. 

A cursory glance at the fiction of the year reveals too 
many writers who have fallen from grace. Some on the 
pretence of pointing a moral, and others audaciously and 
unblushingly. 

The foremost English novelist of the day, on whom the 
mantle of Thomas Hardy lias fallen, whose character draw- 
ing is graphic and subtle, whose depiction of scenery, sun- 
set, clouds, the woods and dales of rural England, is match- 
less, fails to reach the royal heights chiefly because there 
is a spot or blemish in his stories that mars their greatness. 

The tendency to choose unpleasant subjects is one of the 
prevailing fancies of to-day . The keenest analytical fiction 
writer we have, whose power of expression is unequaled and 
whose reputation is not confined to her own land, is so prone 
to the depiction of unpleasant scenes that in spite of the 
literary merit, one does not jearn for a second reading. 
There is a class of writers who have recently affected the 
weird, fantastical, sometimes the mystical, occasionally 
the grewsome. What wonder then, that the reader turns to 
his old favorites, where life presents a reasonable amount 
of happiness, where there are no pathological problems to 
be dissected, where virtue receives its reward and villainy 
gets its dues. Fads may have their day, but the world turns 
to truth, honor and purity. 

The increase in circulation, the steady accession of new 
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patrons of our library is always a source of gratification. 
It is the best evidence that it is fulfilling the mission for 
which it was founded. While this may augment the duties 
of our Librarian, he welcomes it with pleasure and satisfac- 
tion. Time seems but to add to his vigor, while opening 
new avenues for wider activites. It seems fitting to express 
the gratification of the committee that he was not induced 
by commercialconsiderations to relinquish a position which 
he fills so ably and acceptably. 

It has been a successful year for the Library in which 
every one ol the force employed may claim a share. What 
could be done with larger means we can only surmise. For 
the future we are hopeful and confident, at whatever cost, 
of upholding our ideals. 

Seldom has it happened that we are called upon to mourn 
the loss of one of our little circle. He who is gone from us 
found pleasure in our meetings. Here he was at his best. 
We who knew him, when after the meetings he talked with- 
out reserve, saw the tender, the playful side of his nature, 
and that knowledge but deepens our sorrows for his loss, 
when we realize his other qualities of courage, manliness, 
and high principle. 

The Library and its surroundings give evidence of the 
care and solicitude of our veteran janitor, Mr. McKeen. It 
is only what we have learned to expect from his 28 years 
of loyal service and devotion to duty.

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REPORT OF THE BEEN DALE SUTTON REFER- 
ENCE LIBRARY COMMITTEE, FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1909. 

To THR Lyceum and Library Committer. 

The work of your Committee, in the selection of books 
suitable for this Library, ciuring the past year has received 
the same care and scrutiny, that ‘has characterized the 
work of former Committees. The inspiration of forty 
years of careful work in its management, was an incentive 
to this Committee to maintain the high standard for which 
the Library is noted. 

A reference library in a community like ours, is accorded 
only a limited patronage. And yet, its inestimable value 
to the student, engaged in some special line of thought or 
work, may accomplish the fulfillment of its mission, give 
ample reward to the generosity of its donor and sufficient 
encouragement to^those laboring for its welfare. 

This Library is the fortunate possessor of many rare and 
costly works, some of which are not duplicated in any other 
public reference library in the country. 

The Catholic Encyclopedia, an addition of the past year, 
has more than its acknowledged literary merit to commend 
it to the people of Peabody. The morocco used in its bind- 
ing was manfactured under special contract for this work, 
in one of our Peabody factories, and is a high compliment 
to the excellence of our leather product. The lost art, of 
the finishing of bookbinding leather, by the Moors of 
Africa, is revived by the Moores of Peabody. 

The introduction of steam heating in the Library build- 
ing is of special importance to the Reference Library. The 
entrance, which heretofore was not heated, is now kept 
warm and comfortable. Xhe result is a happy solution of 
a problem which has been under discussion for many years. 

Some renovation of the interior of the Library is urgently 
needed. The walls and ceiling show but slight evidence 
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of the original work of decoration. It is hoped that a 
process of cleaning, which is under consideration, may ac- 
complish the desired result without having to resort to the 
expense of redecorating. This matter was brought to the 
notice of the Trustees, and will probably receive attention 
in the near future. 

The necessity for more shelf room is apparent and press, 
ing.. 

Among the more important works selected during the 
year are the Catholic Encyclopedia, Herculaneum Past, 
Present and Future, The Book of the Pearl, Augustus 
St. Gaudens, Pioneers of Massachusetts, and Old Lace and 
Needlework. 

It is gratifying to note that the consultations of the past 
year have exceeded that of the two preceding years com- 
bined. 

Your Committee take great pleasure in commending the 
excellent work of the Librarian, Miss Carroll. The in- 
crease in the work of the Library during the year can be 
attributed largely to her courteous and efficient manage- 
ment. The ability and enthusiasm exhibited in her work 
is very gratifying to the Committee and much appreciated 
by the patrons of the Library. 

We wish to acknowledge, gratefully, the kind co-opera- 
tion of Mr. Osborn of the Peabody Library, also the good 
work of our kind and efficient janitor, Mr. McKeen.

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REPORT OF THE LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 

To TIIH Lyckum and Libuary Committkk : 

A course of four lectures was arranged by the Lyceum 
Committee for the season of 1908-9 at a cost of $210, the 
remaining $15 of the appropriation being used for police 
service, printing and incidentals. A change was made in 
the course as first announced, Kellogg Durland failing to 
keep his engagement. Roland D. Grant was substituted 
in his stead. The lectures were well attended and gener- 
ally satisfactory, that by Peter Mac^uecn, on travel and 
hunting in Africa, being especially timely in view of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s forthcoming trip to the very country 
described by the lecturer. The committee were unfortunate 
in the arrangement of dates and failed to carry out their 
suggestion of last year, which they believe was a good one, 
of having the lectures at regular intervals of two weeks 
from the time the course opens. This was due to the fact 
that the lecturers were first selected by the committee from 
a list submitted by a bureau, and the bureau afterward 
assigned the dates, claiming they were the best that could 
be made for the lectures selected. If a future committee 
profits by this experience it will fix the dates when the lec- 
turers are chosen and not leave itself to the will of the 
bureau. It is also the experience of the committee that 
better terms can often be obtained by engaging the lec- 
turers direct, rather than through a bureau, and this will 
doubtless prove to be the best way hereafter, since a lyceum 
trust has been formed in Boston. It is also the opinion of 
the committee that $50 is enough to pay for any lecturer, 
the higher priced ones not being worth the difference in a 
course of this kind. These suggestions are given for the 
benefit of future committees and are made after careful ob- 
servation and practical experience in the management of 
this lyceum course.

Your Committee has given careful thought and consideration 
to the subject, and have had two competitive plans submitted 
by competent engineers, Messrs. R. D. Kimball Son and 
Mr. Clarence VV' Williams of Boston. 

Mr. Williams’ plans and specifications were accepted, and the 
work has been executed and completed under his supervision to 
the entire satisfaction of your Committee.

This work was completed in the specified time, and steam was 
turned on to the building December 5th, 1908, 

The Steam Plant has now been running over two months, and 
has given entire satisfaction, having been tested under all con- 
ditions of outside temperature. 

The Ventilating System, just completed, has not been used in 
connection with the large fan in the hall, but has been tested 
under natural draft on two occasion|, an entertainment and a 
lecture, and materially changed the air. Fresh air from the out- 
side is brought in through two galvanized iron ducts in the attic» 
one on each side of the stage in the hall, and the impure air is 
low drawn out under the stage by aid of a ventilating coil to a 
ventilator on the roof. 

The reading- room is ventilated by an electric fan in an iron 
duct in the cellar, drawing out the impure air through a register 
in the floor and connecting with the chimney. Fresh air is 
taken in by means of improved window ventilators. 
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The library and librarian’s room are also supplied with^Idcnl 
window ventilators. 

Your Committee have been greatly pleased with the supervi- 
sion of the engineer, Mr. Williams, who has taken great inter- 
est, and the work has been accomplished without changes from 
the original plans. 

We wish also to endorse the work of all the contractors, who 
have given a thoroughly workmanlike job, and have carried out 
the plans to the smallest detail. We feel that we now have a 
very complete heating aiul ventilating plant, one that will give 
years of economical service.

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Librarian’s Report. 


The record of the year just closed is, in the main, satis- 
factory in results, although many changes in methods 
which would add to the usefulness of the library are still 
held in abeyance from lack of funds. 

The circulation, 44,258, is the largest in the history of 
the institution, comparing with 38,563 in 1907-08, and with 
34,527 in 1906-07, a gain of almost 10,000 in two years. 
The number of new Cards issued, 491, is also the largest 
in the history of the institution. 

By reference to the statistics at the end of this report it 
will be seen that, aside from Fiction, the greatest percent- 
age of circulation is in the class of Science and Useful 
Arts. This is but natural in a manufacturing community 
like ours, and to quote from a former report, ‘‘there is an 
increasing call for books treating on many of the Useful 
Arts, and the figures would seem to warrant a liberal policy 
in the purchase of works of this class.’’ 

The problem of purchasing books in languages other 
than English is one which is undoubtedly destined to press 
more and more upon us as time goes on; there has recently 
been an increased call for works in French, which at pres- 
ent the library cannot satisfactorily meet, and it would 
seem judicious in the coming year to make a beginning in 
the purchase of a small collection of modern works in that 
language. Had the library sufficient funds at its com- 
mand, the purchase of books in other European languages 
would be commendable, rendering it possible for us to 
reach quite a proportion of our present population for 
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whom we can now do nothing. If the time ever cotnes 
when the town will make an annual appropriation f^r 
our use, this is one of the additional ways in which the 
library can be made more useful to the community. 

The entire reclassification of the library along modern 
lines is one of our most pressing needs. The cost of this 
most desirable improvement will not be excessive, as it can 
be done by sections taking one class at a time, thus 
ing a saving both in expense and inconvenience to the 
public ; practically the entire expense would be the em- 
ployment of a trained cataloger. 

The present printed catalogs would, of course, be ren- 
dered worthless, but this a minor consideration as practi- 
cally all dependence is now placed upon the card catalog, 
which can be readily adapted to a change in classification, 
as the numbers upon all cards covering new and recata- 
loged books have been written in hard lead pencil, with 
with the idea of this change in view. 

A Children’s Room in the basement, or elsewhere, is an- 
other needed improvement, but which is probably still a 
long way off, as its installation beside being expensive in 
itself, would necessitate the regular employment of a chil- 
dren’s librarian. 

The delivery station at West Peabody has now been in 
operation for eight years, and having been something of an 
“old story,” is, perhaps naturally enough, not as well 
patronized as at first; still the circulation averages from 
700 to 800 books a year. It is suggested that the instal- 
lation of other delivery stations in various outlying dis- 
tricts of the town might enable us to render the library of 
service to some of the community who cannot at present 
avail themselves of its privileges. 

Our membership has been continued in the Library Art

The Read- 
ing Room was never so well lighted, while the ])lacing of 
additional ventilators at the windows and the discontinu- 
ance of the vvelsbach gas burners have made it possible to 
ventilate the room better than heretofore. 

The services of the assistants have been all that could 
he desired, and acknowledgment is hereby made ofthe con- 
stant cooperation of our Janitor, Mr. McKeen.
